The man who is popularly knom as "Tony" was one of the organizers of ‘the famous 
University Students* Directorate in 1929. Always persistent in the struggle against 
Machado, Varona was icprisoned on numerous occasions, After the fall of Usciado he 
collaborated with Grau, Prio and others in organizing the Autentico Party.j In 1935 . 
he became Chief of Organization for tre autenticos, and wields trecencsus power in 
the Cazaguey Autentico political racaine, know as the TOGA, which has been reported 
involved in kidnapping, graft, ana related practices. j 


_ Varona was @ strong supporter of President Grau during tne latter's 
tion and was considered one of Prio*s closest friends.
